David Goodenough of Edinburgh, Scotland, will perform a 
recital at St. Mark’s Cathedral on the evening of April 11, at 
7:30 pm. The recital will feature the Symphony No. 1 in D 
minor by Louis Vierne, as well as Five Short Pieces by Percy 
Whitlock and the Fantasy and Fugue in G minor by Johann 
Sebastian Bach (BWV 542). The recital is part of Goode- 
nough’s 9-day concert tour of the U.S., which also includes 
performances in San Francisco and New York City. 


Goodenough is Housemaster of Carrington House at Fettes 
College in Edinburgh, where he previously held the post of 
Director of Music. He studied Organ at Guildhall School of 
Music in London, and was organ Scholar at The Royal Parish 
Church of St Martin-in-the-Fields, Trafalgar Square. Follow- 
ing his graduation, Goodenough studied Organ Performance 
on the Guildhall’s Advanced Solo Studies course and was 
appointed Assistant Organist at Blackburn Cathedral and 
Assistant Director of Music at St Wilfrid’s High School. During 
his five years at the Cathedral, he was Organist and Conduc- 
tor for numerous recordings and BBC broadcasts, and his 
premiere recording of Sir Charles Wood’s virtuoso Prelude 
and Fugue in G Minor on the Priory label received wide criti- 
cal acclaim. 


Alongside his duties at Fettes, David continues to freelance 
as an organist, and is particularly well known for his skill at 
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improvisation. He has performed in many of the UK’s cathe- 
drals and major parish churches, together with recent con- 
certs in Edinburgh’s Usher and McEwan Halls, and he has 
also been the Organist for a number of BBC TV and radio 
broadcasts. Goodenough sings tenor with the Exon Singers, 
one of the UK’s leading Chamber Choirs, with whom he has 
also recently acted as Composer in Residence.

He also studied with 
Ralph Downes and Dame Gillian Weir. Upon leaving Cam- 
bridge, he was appointed Assistant Organist at London's two 
Anglican Cathedrals, St. Paul's and Southwark. During this 
time he was awarded the First Prize of the Manchester Inter- 
national Organ Competition and in 1984 became the first 
British musician ever to win the prestigious International J. S. 
Bach Organ Competition in Leipzig, Germany. 
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John Scott was long associated with St. Paul's Cathedral in 
London. In 1990 he was appointed Organist and Director of 
Music after serving there as Assistant Director of Music and 
Sub-Organist for five years under Christopher Dearnley. In 
addition to his duties at St. Paul's, John Scott served as Pro- 
fessor of Organ at the Royal Academy of Music and as Ac- 
companist of the Bach Choir under Sir David Willcocks. 


Under John Scott, the St. Paul's Cathedral Choir toured ex- 
tensively in Europe, Japan, North and South America, made 
many acclaimed recordings, worked with most of the great 
English orchestras and gave world premiers of works com- 
missioned especially for them. This is in addition the daily 
schedule of liturgical music for which the choir is famous. 


As a concert organist, he is particularly known for his per- 
formances of large-scale romantic and 20th century reper- 
toire and has premiered many works written for him by Petr 
Eben, Kenneth Leighton, and William Mathias, among oth- 
ers, He has performed with the Royal Philharmonic under 
Sir Charles Groves and the London Symphony with Michael 
Tilson Thomas. His career as a solo recitalist has taken him 
to the U.S., nearly every European country, Canada, Austra- 
lia, the Far East, and South America. In November 1989 he 
inaugurated the new Rieger organ in the Hong Kong Cultural 
Centre and in 1990 was invited to concertize in Washington 
National Cathedral to celebrate its completion. Mr. Scott was 





a featured recitalist at the 1998 American Guild of Organists 
convention in Denver and was presented in recital in New 
York City as that AGO chapter's “International Performer of 
the Year,” also in 1998. 


He has many award-winning recordings to his name on the 
Guild, Hyperion, Nimbus and Priory labels, including the or- 
gan music of Elgar, Mathias, Dupré, and the complete organ 
works of Duruflé and Mendelssohn. 


John Scott has participated in major organ festivals through- 
out the world, both as performer and competition judge. In 
2000, he served on the jury for the second Dallas Interna- 
tional Organ Competition held in Dallas, Texas, and in 2002 
on the jury of the Chartres International Organ Competition 
(Grand Prix de Chartres). He was Chairman of the Jury for the 
third Dallas Competition in 2003. In 2007 he was awarded 
an honorary doctorate in music by Nashotah House in Wis- 
consin, an Episcopal-Anglican theological seminary.

The selection process began with a brief presentation by 
Stephen Self, the organist/choir director at Grace, to the 
composition students from the University. Students who 
were interested in being considered submitted a résumé and 
two representative works. Each student was interviewed in 
person. The final decision was made by the church’s wor- 
ship and music committee in consultation with the composi- 
tion faculty from the University. 


The residency has been highly successful in every respect. 
The composer has commented frequently that it has been a 
very valuable learning experience for him. The ensembles 
for which works have been composed have grown musically 
and in their appreciation for new music. The congregation 
has been reminded that new music appropriate to both wor- 
ship and the concert hall is still being created and can still 
have the depth associated with treasured worship repertoire. 
The church has also been reminded that part of our mission 
is to serve and strengthen ties with the University’s constitu- 
encies. And the University has taken note of the openness 
of Grace church to nurture young and promising composers.

Saint Thomas Choir of Men and

The world renowned Saint Thomas Choir of Men and Boys 
will sing in Boe Memorial Chapel at St. Olaf College on Tues- 
day, April 22 at 7:30 pm. The event is part of the celebra- 
tion of the newly renovated chapel and the installation of the 
new Holtkamp organ. 


The Saint Thomas Choir is considered by critics to be the 
leading ensemble in the Anglican choral tradition in the 
United States, and among the finest in the world. In the 
Gothic setting of Saint Thomas Church in New York, the choir 
performs regularly with period instrument ensemble, Concert 
Royal, or with the Orchestra of St. Luke's as part of its own 
Concert Series, yet its primary raison d'etre is to provide mu- 
sic for five choral services each week. Choral Evensong is 
sung Tuesday through Thursday at 5:30 pm, with Sunday 
services at 11:00 am and 4:00 pm, a schedule which re- 
quires the preparation of approximately four hundred sacred 
choral works each year. 





Supplementing its choral services and concert series, the 
choir has toured throughout the United States and Europe, 
most recently touring the United Kingdom in the summer of 
2007 with performances in Edinburgh, Wakefield, Durham, 
York, and London. In 2004, the choir toured Italy and re- 
ceived a Papal audience at the Vatican. Other appearances 
have included performances at Lincoln Center with the New 
York Philharmonic, the Cleveland Orchestra, and alongside 
artists such as Jessye Norman and Placido Domingo. 


All choristers in the Saint Thomas Choir attend Saint Thomas 
Choir School, the only church affiliated residential choir 
school in the United States, and one of only four such 
schools remaining in the world. John Carson, son of AGO 
members Brian Carson and Catherine Rodland is in his third 
year at the school and will be travelling with the choir.
